The Governor went at once to the 
Arlington, registered as W. M. Crane, Dale 
ton, Mass., and after removing some of the 
stains of travel started for the White House 
for breakfast, showing conclusively that he 
came by appointment. 


Crane Likely to Accepft. 

Mr. Crane was summoned here for cons 
sultation over the Treasury portfolio, He 
was asked outright either to take the poal- 
tion himself or to suggest the name of some 
one else, and the understanding late te- 
night is that Governor Crane will accept 
the Treasury portfolio if he can settlé Hat 
ters in Massachusetts. He was elected for 
a second term and under ordinary clrewme 
stances will have to be inaugurated on Jan; 4. 
There is some uncertainty as to whether it 
would be better for him to be inaugurated 
and then resign, or to decline to qualify ene 
tirely, and allow the Lieutenant Governor 
to be inaugurated at once in his place 


Change Early in January. 

So far as can be learned Governor Cranes 
acceptance of the Place depends largely, if 
not entirely, on whether he can retire from 
the Governorehip without causing any Une 
pleasant complications. If everything & 
favorable politically in Massachusetts he 
will accept the Secretaryship of the Treas 
ury and the change could be made early fi 
January. Governor Crane is a successful 
business-man, having been a well-known 
paper manufacturer. His name is under 
stood to have been suggested to the Pre 
dent by Senater Lodge, who vouched for him, 
not only as a successful business-man whe 
would conduct the Tyeasury department 
on conservative lines, but as a high-grade 
New England politician who could advise 
the Fresident on matters of public poliey 
outside of finance. 

President Roosevelt, it is said, desired 
secure as Secretary of the Treasury a man 
who would be in a posilifon to command the 
respect of the business community. and yet 
the President particularly desired, it 
said, to avoid selecting a banker or any one 
closely identified with the banking interests, 


Does Not Want a Banker. 
The rapid consolidation of banks in New 
York City, under the control of the National 
City Bank, which was particularly favored 
in the last administration, has alarmed some 


of the President's close advisers, and he has 


been urged to select As Secretary of the 
Treasury some one who would not be N 


clined to look upon all financial problems 


from the standpoint of a banker. 

With this idea in view, it is said, the Presi: 
dent was delighted with the suggestion by 
Senator Lodge of the name of Governor 
Crane, who has been a successful manu 
turer, who is identified with financial inati- 
tutions in a general sort of way only, Whe 
has demonstrated his ability as Governor of 
the old Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 


and who Is, besides all that, a practical polls 


ticlan and public man of demonstrated 


ability. 
Changes Were Expected. 

All the members of President McKinley's 
Cabinet naturally expected to retire. They 
remained with the new President after the 
tragedy at Buffalo largely because such ac 
tion would have a good effect upon the couns 
try. Ever since then they have been seeke 


ing for an opportunity to retire to privats 


life, and all of them have felt that Presi 
dent Roosevelt was entitled to the opportus 
nity to surround himeelf with men of his 
own choice. 

It is worth remembering that when Prest- 
dent Arthur. also a New York man; had suc-

When he was asked the question today 
@irectly whether he intended to resign Sec- 
retaty Gage smiled wearily and said: | 

„No news of my resignation will ever 
come first from me. It mus be announced 
in the first place at the White House. I am 
not talking on the subject now. 

Tt was evident from the Secretary’s man- 
ner that he was willing the announcement 
should be made in a semi-official manner, 
and later on the news was fully confirmed 
another source, 


No Sign of Friction. 

Tt is not at all true, however, that there 
has been the slightest friction between Secre- 
tary Gage and the President. On the con- 
trary, President Roosevelt has maintained 
the most cordial relations with all the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet. 

This state of affairs was particularly true 
ae regards Secretary Gage. The President 
this morning gave a tangible evidence of his 
regard for his Secretary of the Treasury by 
the summary dismissal of Appraiser Wake- 
man at New York, because he abused Secre- 
tary Gage, who had all along insisted on his 
removal. 

His removal from the Cabinet was not 
directly or indirectly by Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt, and he has his full confidence 
and esteem as an official. Secretary Gage's 
eee friends know, however, that he has not 
Secupied the same intimate personal rela- 
tien to the President that one or two other 
members of the Cabinet have enjoyed, and 
while Mr. Roosevelt has valued his services 
and respected his ability, he has not been 
Grawn to him in the strong personal way 
that he has been attached to some men who 
Ate his close advisers, 


Only Lack of Harmony. 

The only lack of harmony between the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury 
occurred at the time of the selection of Sen- 
Stor Gtranahan for Collector at New York 
Was announced.

| When Secretary Long presented his case to 
Secretary Root he was told of this fact and 
was also advised as a matter of practical 
polities that any pefeécution ‘of General 
‘Miles merely because he ‘indorsed the viéws 
of Admiral Dewey would create such an up- 
roar in this country as might unseat a 
administration. 

The Secretary of War declined to take 
any action in the matter except to ask Gen- 
eral Miles informally and personally whether 
he had made use of the sentiments attributed 
to him. 

Will Not Discipline Miles. 

Secretary Root today said he did mot pro- 
pose to take up the Miles interview at all. 
1 made it a rule when I came into office,” 
said the Secretary, “ not to interfere in con- 
troversies which started before I assumed 
the duties of this position. I am not ex- 
pressing any opinion on the Schley contro- 
versy and I do not propose to pay any atten- 
tion to General Miles’ interview regarding 
the subject which is not before this depart- 
ment.“ | 

The Secretary’s attention was called to the 
fact that Admiral Schley’s son, an army 
officer, was chided by the department be- 
cause he had expressed an opinion publicly 
in regard to the case. The Secretary was 
prompt to explain that this action was taken 
during his absence by Assistant Secretary 
Sanger. 


Disappoints Anti-Schley Men. 

The sensible stand taken by Secretary 
Root has rather dashed the hope of the 
violent anti-Schley faction. They were ex- 
tremely angry at Dewey and at one time 
talked of having him court-martialed be- 
cause of the concluding paragraph of his 
minority opinion, which was manifestly out- 
side the scope of the precept. 

Dewey was too big a man, however, to 
tackle, but when Miles followed suit they 
determined to make him a victim, and 
would have done so had it not been for the 
stand taken by Secretary Root. 


Dare Not Persecute Miles. 

Two or three level-headed leaders in Con- 
gress to whom the matter was submitted 
said positively that if General Miles should 
be disciplined for expressing his approval of 
Admiral Dewey the inevitable result would 
be to convince the people that there was a 
widespread conspiracy not only to destroy 
Schley, but to prevent all honest opinion of 
even the most distinguished officers of the 
army and navy. 

The violent anti-Schley partisans were in- 
formed that the action they proposed would 
make, first, a martyr, then a hero of General 
Miles, and that the people would inevitably 
resent an attack on three such well-known 
fighting men as Dewey, Schley, and Miles; 
especially when the attack was made merely 
at the instance of civilians and bureau chiefs 
of the Navy department. 3 

The opinion was expressed to certain per- 
sons in authority that if President Roose- 
velt should countenance such an extraor- 
dinary move as an attempt to court-mar- 
tial or reprimand the General of the army 
for approving of the sentiments of the Ad- 
miral of the navy the inevitable result 
would be a Democratic House next Novem- 
ber, followed by the election of a Democratic 
President two years later. 

This political opposition, coupled with the 
general conservatism of Secretary Root has

One Man’s Word Against Another’s. 
Referring to Lynch's testimony that he 
called at Sullivan’s residence early in the 
year 1899, Mr. Hardy called attention to 
Sullivan's denial. 

It is one man's word against another’s,”’ 
said Mr. Hardy. The word of a confessed 
criminal against that of an honorable gen- 
tleman and an honest woman—the maid who 
swore that no visitors were admitted to the 
house during the time of Mrs. Sullivan's ill- 
ness. 

There is no conspiracy involving Alexan- 
der Sullivan unless it turns out that he has 
had the misfortune to know a criminal. He 
knows Attorney St. John, who is a criminal 
and who has run away: he knows Dan 
Coughlin, another criminal who has run 
away. But that doesn't make Alexander 
Sullivan a criminal. There's Sullivan's great 
misfortune, that he became acquainted with 
criminals, but the greatest criminal of all is 
Lynch.“ 

Lynch and Sullivan Compared. 

“Who is Lynch?“ demanded Mr. Hardy. 
He is a confessed criminal. He has blight- 
ed all he came in contact with. Who is Mr. 
Sullivan? Gentlemen, he is an unfortunate 
man. In 1876 he had the misfortune to take 
a human life. We can’t try that case here. 
But the fact that he was so unfortunate as 
to take a human life has been a ‘ball and 
chain to his leg ever since. ‘He was tried in 
the furnace heat of excitement and the jury 
disagreed. He was tried again in a verita- 
ble whirlwind of public sentiment and the 
jury acquitted him. 

“The Hanford case disposed of, what 
next? Sullivan is an Irishman, and like all 
‘Irishmen, is connected with one or more 
‘societies. These organizations hope to 
bring freedom to Ireland. But there are two 
‘factions in this Irish cause. If the Irish 
were not divided they would get what they 
want within ten. years. So Mr. Sullivans 
‘enemies come in and trump up charges 
against him. Cronin was cruelly and de- 
liberately murdered. But the grand jury 
considered the evidence and no indictment 
was returned against Alexander Sullivan. 
If there had been a spark of evidence against 
him do you think he would have escaped in- 
dictment? Can you tell why the State’s 
Attorney, who poses as an honorable man, 
should drag the Cronin case into this trial? 
There wasn't a syllable of evidence refiect- 
ing on Mr. Sullivan. Why should that case, 
then, be dragged in?“ | 


Refers to Arson Charge. 


He took up the arson charges, which arose 
when Mr. Sullivan's store in Detroit was 
-burned, and the alleged embezzlement of 
postoffice funds in New Mekico. 

The store in Detroit was burned,” said 
Mr. Hardy.

Rules That Transfer from Pontiac Re- 
formatory School Was Illegal—De- 
cision Affects Sixty Others. 


Judge Tuthill yesterday in habeas corpus 
proceedings discharged from custody Charles 
Miller, 21 years old, who had been imprisoned 
five and a half years for burglary, on the 
ground that the petitioner's transfer from 
Pontiac reformatory to Joliet penitentiary 
was unconstitutional. William O. Le Monte, 
who is clerk in Judge Tuthill’s court, was 
Miller’s attorney. 

The constitutionality of the statute was 
denied on the ground that it confers judicial 
power on a ministerial body and in effect per- 
mits a man to be convicted of a felony and 
sent to the penitentiary without a trial by 

ury. 

State's Attorney Barnett said a decision 
against the statute would result in a general 
delivery from Joliet, as there are sixty boys 
confined there who were transferred from 
Pontiac. Mr. La Monte says a petition 
would be necessary in each individual case. 

Miller was sent to the reformatory when 
15 year's old. Eight months ago he was trans- 
ferred to Joliet and says he was put to work 
between two murderers, carrying molten 
metal from a furnace. In some way Miller 
got a letter to Judge Tuthill from the pen- 
ſtentlary and the latter turned the matter

Denied Admission to County Hospital 
and at Dunning, After a Five Hours’ 
Ride in Patrol Wagon Mrs. Elisa 
Kirby Is Taken to Harrison Station 
Annex — Husband Dead, Stepson a 
Cripple, She Seeks Relief at Public 
Institutions. 


Lying in the bottom of a patrol. wagon, 
jolted over rough pavements, with the ther- 
mometer below zero, Mrs. Eliza Kirby. 65 
years old and a paralytic, was driven eigh- 
teen miles yesterday morning while the 
police sought shelter for her. 

Admittance was refused at the County 
Hospital and at Dunning, and as a last re- 
sort she was taken to the annex of the Har- 
rison Street Police Station. It was several 
hours before she was thoroughly warmed 
again, for her ride lasted five hours. Later 
in the day she was taken to the County 
Hospital, but it is feared the exposure will 
prove fatal. 

Mrs. Kirby lived with her stepson, James 
Kirby, at 1250 West Forty-seventh place. 
Her appearance bore out her story that she 
once had been in comfortable circumstances. 
Her face has evidences of refinement, but 
want and disease have reduced her body. 


Husband Dead; Stepson Idle. : 


Three weeks ago her husband died, and 
the stepson, who has only one arm, was una- 


care of herself, and there was no other wom- 
an in the family. : 

With the stock of coal exhausted and the 
food in the house all gone, the stepson was 
forced to appeal to the police to take his 
mother to some place where she could re- 
ceive care. He cooked the last meal yester- 
day morning, and then the patrol wagon 
carried her away. The bitter winds caused 
the woman suffering as she lay on the floor 
of the wagon, although she was wrapped in 
blankets. 


Turned from Hospitals. | 

At the County Hospital Policeman Michael 
Costello, in charge of the wagon, was told 
the case was for the poorhouse. The trip 
to that institution ended in disappointment 
also, for there is smallpox at Dunning, and 
quarantine rules forbid anybody being 
brought inside of the lines. Costello re- 
turned to Harrison Street Station annex. 

It was no more a case for the annex than 
for the hospital, but Chief Matron Keegan 
could not resist Mrs. Kirby's pitiful condi- 
tion and took her in and cared for her. As 
the stepson left the annex he kissed Mrs. 
Kirby good-by, which caused her consider- 
able satisfaction. 

Mrs. Keegan consulted with Chief of Police 
O'Neill, who commended her action and ad- 
vised her to take the matter up with the 
County Hospital authorities. When Warden 
D. D. Healy was told of the circumstances 
he at once sent for Mrs. Kirby, and she was 
removed to the hospital last evening. 


Would Not Burden Son. 


Mrs. Kirby said she had a son, John Con- | 
roy, who lived at 280 Mohawk street. He 
has all he can do to take care of his own 
family,” she said. We did well enough 
together, my stepson and I, until this cold 
weather came, when our food and coal both 
ran out, and he had to move me or I should 
have been frozen.“ 


Warden Healy’s Statement. 

Warden Healy last night declared he took 
in the case entirely out of charity until the 
quarantine is lifted at the poorhouse. 

My clerk did not do anything wrong when 
he refused admittance in the morning,” said 
the warden.

Fail to See Second Train. 

Unobserved by them, the Fort Wayne sub- 
urban train which leaves the city at 6:20 was 
approaching from the north, The girls went 
on hufriedly without heeding, if they heard. 
the warning cries of bystanders, who appre- 
ciated the danger. They were almost across 
when the train struck them. 

The clothing of the two girls became fas- 
tened to the pilot of the engine and they 
were dragged over the rough surface for 
When assistance reached them 
both were unconscious, their clothing torn, 
and their bodies bruised and bleeding. Mary 
Novak was taken directly to the Provident 
Hospital by the police, but she never re- 
covered consciousness, dying at 10 o’clock. 

Dora Hebel was taken to the Mercy Hos- 
pital, where her injuries were dressed.

CONGRESSMAN SAYS HE ISN’T FOR 
EITHER SAMPSON OR SCHLEY. 


Chairman of House Committee on 
Naval Affairs Denies That Speaker 
Henderson Has Tried to Influence 
Him — Meeting te Be Called Seon 
After the Holidays—Senator Mason 
Wants Vote of Thanks and Sword 
for the Hero of Santiago. 


The report that Speaker Henderson has 
‘tried to influence me is absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly false. I know not what his views 
are in regard to the Sampson-Schley contro- 
versy. So far as my own position is con- 
cerned I have refrained from taking any 
side in the matter. I am not for Admirai 
Sampson, I am not for Admiral Schley. I

VERSITY MAKES TESTS. 


Some Important Results Obtained and 
Men Engaged Say There Is Nothing 
Unreasonable in Assertions of 
Quackenbos of Columbia Warner 
Fite Declares It Can Do Great Things 

it the Subject Be Put Under Control 
a Sufficient Number of Times. 


which has been practiced with remarkab.c 
results by Professor Quackenbos of Colum- 
bia, has been given experimental trials at 
the University of Chicago. The work has 
been carried on quietly for some time among 
graduate students. 

While experimentation has not proven that 
hypnotism pursued in a scientific manner 
will make artists in grand opera or correct 
chronic faults, ough work has been ac- 
complished to lead professors to believe in 
the efficacy of hypnotism in relleving cer- 
tain nervous disorders. Instructors in the 
department of psychology say that none 
of the statements of Professor Quackenbos 
in regard to his treatment of cases where 
nervousness and lack of confidence were 
eradicated by hypnotism is unreasonable. 

“ While the work of Professor Quackenbos 
as a psychologist is unknown to me, the ac- 
compiishments he speaks of do not seem 
to be beyond possibility," said Professor 
Warner Fite. “ Hypnotism can do a great 
many things if the subject can be put under 
a man's control a sufficient number of 
times.’’ 

**Hypnotism as a means of regulating 
nervous disorders has been proven of value 
in great numbers of cases, said another 
member of the university faculty. It could 
cure stage fright and similar nervous con- 
ditions in many cases. It has been used in 
medicine when an anesthetic has a tendency 
to sicken a patient. In such cases the pa- 
thents are put in a condition where they 
can take the anesthetic. 

The experiments that have been carried 
on at the University of Chicago from time 
to time have been done quietly. There have 
of course been some remarkable instances 
of hypnotic accomplishments. They may be 
taken here and there, and, considered to- 
gether, they -will present a somewhat start- 
ling array, but it must be remembered that 
these extraordinary acco lishments can- 
‘not be regarded as establishing a rule 
Sometimes the experiments succeed but more 
often they fall.“ 


FEAR TEACHER HAS BEEN

Spalding explained his visit by saying he 
was called to Chicago by important business 
interests and that when he left New York 
his brother had asked him to call upon Pres- 
ident Johnson and express to him personally 
his thanks for the good wishes and the moral 
support extended by the American league's 
leader in the efforts Mr. Spalding is making 
to put baseball, and particularly the N ational. 
league, back on its former high plane.

“The man was of middle height, spare, 
and slight, and lean; his thin, eager face 
was bronzed with: the suns and winds of a 
generation and lined with the stern ciphers 
of malign experiences. His dark, straight 
hair was long and unkempt; the finer lines 
of his cheeks and chin were blurred with 
the uncropped growth of a week-old beard; 
his eyes were bright and quick; his glance 
restless and comprehensive. A cunning 
reader of features would have found a home 
for high thoughts behind the fine forehead, 
the lines of infinite tenderness upon the no- 
ble lips, the light of some noble conflagration 
in the wild eyes. He was dressed in faded 
finery of many colors, so ragged and patched 
and hostile that he had much the air of a 
‘gaudy scarecrow. His ruined cloak was 
tilted by a long sword; his disordered thatch . 
was crowned by a battered cap grotesquely 
adorned with a cock’s feather. In his 
leathern belt a small vellum bound book of 
verses kept company with a dagger. 

You can see by the extracts here given that 
Mr. McCarthy has a clear-cut, direct style. 
He wastes no words. His hero may have 
long speeches, but they tell. 


I have been interested apropos of Ik I

In this loquacious age, when one wishes ta 
know not only the opinions of every one else 
but the opinions about the opinions, the essay 
is looked upon with friendly eyes. A few. 
years ago it suffered desuetude, or, at best,. 
people recurred to the essayists of a previous 
generation, and talked only of Hazlitt or 
Lamb; now, in a 
many essayists are discoursing in 
less aloes fashion, and the public lends an 
amiable ear. ; 

An inviting group of books of this charace. 
ter have appeared simultaneously from seve 
eral publishing houses, Among these is a 
biographical and critical monograph with 
“alfred Tennyson” (Dodd, Mead & Co.) for 
its subject, and Andrew Lang for its author, 
Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Lang has: 
in its pages renounced ghosts (in which al 
men believed that he believed) and damned 
women, so far as their intellectual abilities 
are concerned, still the book is worth while, 
It is possible by the exercise of some wilite 
forget both ghosts and women and confine 
the thought to Lord Tennyson's poetry; ang 
it may be said incidentally that if Mr. Lang 
had done the same thing, his excellent ad 
analytical appreciation would have been im- 
proved. Mr. Lang has shown himeelf a care- 
ful and discriminating student of Tennyson, 
He has been fully alive to the beautiful ime 
petuosity of his earlier verse, to the scholar 
ship of his not very actable dramas, to the 
reflective qualities of his latest poems—that 
reflection in which bitterness and distrus¢ 
were persistently beaten down by the native 
wisdom of the laureate. He considers that, 
the acme of Tennyson's genius was reached 
when, from the shadows of his later years, 
that sun-bright song of his, Crossing the 
Bar,” issued. Many will agree with him, 
The thought, hidden in simplicity, the hum 
ty acquired through pride, the patience born 
of revolt, the final word of trust after a life of 
profound emotional vissicitudes, is revealed 
in this little song, so easy to learn, so almest 


| impossible to forget.

But the present Prince and Princess of 
Wales have an entirely different circle of 
friends to those who formed the firmament 
that glittered around Edward VII. and 
Queen Alexandra, prior to the death of 
Queen Victoria, and the new occupants of 
Marlborough House are in many respects 
far more exclusive than was the King while 
etiil heir apparent. Both Prince George 
and particulariy Princess May have quietly 
eld aloof from the new-rich and the ultra- 
smart element, and, while they have a few 
warm American friends, they have néver 
shown any sympathy for that particular 
American element prided itself on the 
favor of the former Prince of Wales and 
that made use of this favor for the further- 
ance of their social schemes. > 


London society will take its tone toa great 
extent from Marlborough House, and that 
tone will be much less frivolous, more Ser- 
ous, and more iptellectual than in times 
gone by. The new Princess of Wales is 
fond of clever people. So, too, is her hus- 
band, and neither one nor the other is 
willing to overlook shortcomings of charac- 
ter, of conduct, and of social status for the 
‘mere sake of being amused or magnificently 


entertained; and while they have not pre- 


cisely frowned upon those who in past years 
have been brought prominently before the 
public in connection with their efforts to 
dispel the ennui of the King, and inoidental- 
ly to bask in the sunshine of his royal fa- 


vor, they have kept them at arm's length. 


The best element in English society, which 
has ali along grumbled at the accessibility 
of King Edward when Prince of Wales to 
ali kinds of peculfar people, will hall with 
satisfaction the era of exclusiveness which 
the new Prince and Princess of Wales are 
now about to inaugurate, and, taking their 


cold shoulder towards those whose social 
status was mainly, if not exclusively, due 
to the countenance which 
from King Edward while heir apparent. 
That ts why I recommend intending vis- 
itors to England to wait a Mttdle before mak- 
ing any. selection of social sponsors there. 
Por those who have obtained fame and 
money as such in times past will, owing 
to the change of conditions, be no longer

Formerly the office of Lord 
High Steward, which is the first of the great 
offices of the realm, was hereditary, and its 
importance, may be gathered from the 
fact that its occupant was originally known 
as the steadward,“ or ward of the King’s 
stead or palace. 
_ Since the office ceased to be hereditary the 
sovereign has been in the habit of appointing 
peers to fill it for particular functions, such 
as state trials by the House of Lords, coro- 
nations, etc., at the conclusion of each of 
which the Lord High Steward has invariably 
broken his white wand of office in order to 
show that his commission to act as such 
was at an end. It was the Lord High 
Chancellor, that is to say, the aged Earl 
of Halsbury, who officiated as Lord High 
Steward at the recent trial of Earl Russell, 
and my readers will doubtless recall the 
difficulty which the old gentleman experi- 
enced in breaking the wand across his knee, 
becoming red in the face and almost losing 
his wig in his vain efforts. 

It had generally been expected that the 
King would appoint Lord Salisbury, the 
Duke of Devonshire, or some other leading 
statesman to act as Lord High Steward at 
his coronation and that he should have 
nominated the 25-year-old Duke of Rox- 
burghe (whose name has been frequently 
mentioned in connection with that of Miss 
Pauline Astor), has created a good deal of 
astonishment, which has in a measure been 
removed by the remembrance of the almost 
forgotten fact that the grandfather of the 
present Duke officiated as Lord High Stew- 
ard at the coronation of Queen Victoria, al- 
ae he was only 22 years of age at the 

me. 


exceptional distinction to the fact that at the 
age of 20, that is to say, two years prior to 
the coronation, he had married Queen Vic- 
toria’s most intimate gir! friend, the daughter 
of General Sir Charles Dalbiac. For other- 
wise there is no reason whatsoever why the

Incidentally I may mention that a new 
claimant has arisen to the office of Lord 
Great Chamberlain in the person of the 
Duke of Atholl, whose pretensions appear to 
be superior to those of the Earl of Ancaster 
and the Marquis of Cholmondeley. For, 
whereas the Marquis and the Earl base 
their claims to the office on their descent 
from the two sisters of the last Earl of Ox- 
ford, head of the great de Vere family, in 
which the office was hereditary, the Duke of 
Atholl bases his claim upon the fact that he 
is descended from the daughter of the last 
Earl of Oxford, and so far as can be seen the 
Duke is more likely to have the office award- 
ed to him and made hereditary in his family 
than either Lord Ancaster or Lord Chol- 
mondeley. 

The Duke is one of the grandest of Scotch 
nobles and is the only one who, with the 
consent of the crown, maintains an armed 
bodyguard of 600 men, every one of them 
over, six feet high. and to whom the late 
Queen Victoria on the occasion of one of her 
to Blair.

OUTLOOK GOOD IN ALL PARTS OF 
THE COUNTRY. _ 


In Many Industries It Is Not a Ques- 
tion of Finding Buyers, but Secur- 
ing the Privilege of Postponing De- 
liveries Beyond the Date Originally 
Specified—Demand for Iron Is Un- 
paralleled, with Prices 33 Per Cent 
Lower than During Inflation of 1900 


New York, Dec. 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 

weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
„ Holiday trade reached its maximum 

this week, nearly all sections of the country 
reporting exceptional distribution. While 
the class of goods especially stimulated by 
Christmas demand occupied the position of 
greatest prominence, general merchandise 
was not far behind in activity. Transport- 
ing interests were just beginning to overcome 
cengested conditions when severe storms 
made the situation more complicated than 
before. In many industries it is not a 
question of finding buyers but securing the 
privilege of postponing deliveries beyond 
the date originally specified. — 

„ Retarded shipments caused higher prices 
for prompt delivery of pig iron and steel 
products at Western cities, but conservatism 
still marks the course of producers regard- 
ing contracts for the future. In a few cases 
the enlarged capacity makes it possible to 
promise concessions on future business, wire 
nails especially showing the effect of com- 
petition. Weather conditions are responsible 
for the slower movement of pipe, in which 
concessions are secured. Pig iron has risen 
slightly on account of the short fuel supply 
and injury to furnaces by the storm. 


Iron Prices Are Lower. 

“Despite the present unparalleled de- 
mand, prices are 33 per cent lower than dur- 
ing the inflation of 1900, indicating the bet- 
ter basis on which the market is now estab- 
lished, Although the leading metal is en- 
joying exceptionally satisfactory condt- 
tions, it is different with the minor metals, 
owing mainly to the fact that fictitious 
prices have been asked by the leading pro- 
ducers. General reductions occurred during 
the last week, copper now being quoted at 
18, tin 23%, and lead four cents. The de- 
clines were heavy, but failed to produce 
activity, buyers looking for still better 
terme. 


Busy in Footwear. 
** Footwear shops continue busy, leading 
producers as a rule having good orders for 


spring lines, although smaller conoernes are 


not all as fortunately situated. Firm prices 
prevail and specialties command premiuma, 
There is no accumulation of keather and 
prices are decidediy firm. | 


In Textile Lines. 

“In the textile industries new lines of 
woolen goods opened satisfactorily, some 
being almost immediately withdrawn, ow- 
ing to the volume of business secured. Ad- 
vances are paid for certain lines of worsted. 
In cotton goods there is much business 
offered, but sellers are unwilling to accept 
large contracts for future delivery while 
the raw material market remains unsettled. 
Print cloths are unchanged for regulars, 
with narrow odds firm and cotton yarns gen- 
erally higher. Last week's gains in these 
lines aré fully maintained, . 


In the Grain Market. 
In th grain market wheat was held fairly 
steady at some reaction from last week's 
exceptionally high point and there is still 
much evidence of a firm undertone. | 
Severe weather stimulated the Western 
demand for live stock feeding and also in- 
terrupted receipts, which were only 4,684,650 
bushels, against 6,742,049 in the preceding 
week, and 4,802,779 a year ago.

As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

** Retail trade has easily held the center 
of the stage this week, stimulated as it has 
been by the dual influences of exceptionally 
cold weather throughout the country and a 
rather more pronounced holiday demand, 
which promises to be of record-breaking 
character, not only as to volume, but as to 
quality and grade of goods purchased. 

“While jobbers in many lines, notably 
shoes, clothing, and rubber goods report a 
good reorder business growing out of the 
above conditions, wholesale trade as a rule 
has been seasonably quiet, exceptions to this 
being noted in woolen goods, raw wool, lum- 
ber, leather, coal, and last, but by no means 
least, iron and steel in a myriad of forms. 
The spectacular feature of the week in prices 
has been the continued marking down of 
copper, and sympathetically therewith the 
drop in tin and lead. 

Slow but steady accretions in the price of 
pig iron are proof of the heavy buying going 
on in the cruder forms, which vies with the 
active call for bars, sheets, plates, rails, and 
structural material among finished products. 


Record Breaking Production. 


‘Despite the record-breaking production 
buyers are still eager, and the familiar car 
shortage cry is heard most loudly in this 
trade. Nothing is heard of the usual con- 
servative waiting for the new year’s arrival 
to place business, and order books of leading 
producers are filled for long periods ahead. 
Hardware is in good demand at most mar- 
kets 


„Foreign cotton speculators are apparent- 
ly getting their second wind after the sur- 
prise given them by the government esti- 
mates. Liverpool estimators claim a crop 
of over 11,000,000 bales, against the 9,674,000 
bales indicated, and prices are now on a 
dead center awaiting a new impulse. Re- 
ceipts at the South are impeded by cold 
weather, but the reports of short yield are 
so numerous at present as to back up the 
smaller estimates. The higher range of 
value has induced a moderation of consump- 
tion estimates, but these are still 1,000,000 
bales in excess of the estimated outturn. 
Actual cotton is still nearly half a cent above 
near futures. Cotton is 1% cents below a 
year ago, while print cloths are only % cent 
off. Manufacturers will not sell largely 
ahead, and cotton goods are firm. ‘ 


Grain Prices and Exports. 

“In speculative staples the cereals have 
held a portion of the rally from the low 
prices struck last week. Wheat has eased a 
little on Hquidation, absence of bull support 
and fairly large receipts. Visible supplies 


are now larger than a year ago, but the ex- 


port demand isa little freer. Corn and oats 
have sympathized with price movements 
within narrow limits. Provisions are irregu- 
lar, with pork slightly higher and lard lower 
than a week ago.

NEWS FROM INSURANCE FIELD. 


Chicago Losses So Heavy This Year De- 
mand Is Made for Increase | 
in Rates. 


Chicago losses have been so heavy this 
year a number of propositions for increased 
rates are to be made at the annual meeting 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ association 
mext month. The rating officials of the 
board are preparing several new schedules 
for classes in which losses have been heavy, 
but there are many who do not wish to wait 
for the deferred benefits of schedule ad- 
vances, and want a horizontal increase, 

The proposition which will be urged is for 
a flat advance of 10 percent in the rate on a¹ 
stocks of merchandise in the down-town dis- 
trict and in Stock-Tards property. Stocks 
in fireproof and sprinkled buildings are ex- 
cepted. 

A number of the companies are back of 
this, and are bringing pressure to bear upon 
their local agents to support it. Many 
agents strongly oppose it, as many of these 
stocks have been increased by the various 
advances made during the year by the Chi- 
cago board. 


The contest that Tas been going on all 
year in the Prudential Life practically ends 
today, no industrial busigess written after 
Dec. 20 being allowed to count.

PRADERS SHY AT COPPER 


Directors Confess Serious Mistake and 
Issue Probably Will Be Left Alone 
by Investors for Some Time—Other 

Securities Exhibit Good Undertone 
and Many Advances Are Recorded 
During Day — Express Companies 
May Get Closer Agreement, 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—[Special.}—Al- 
though the public is as much in the dark as 
ever regarding the actual condition of the 
Amalgamatei Copper company, the declara- 
tion of the quarterly dividend yesterday, to- 
gether with the reduction of 4c a pound in 
the price of copper within a week, has re- 
moved two elements of uncertainty from the 
speculative tuation. 

The Amalgamated company confesses it 
has made a serious mistake in attempting to 
conduct its business in violation of the law 
of supply and demand. This being recog- 
nized by the public, the chances are that the 
market for Amalgamated Copper for some 
time to come will be left in the hands of so- 
called insiders and of professionals. 

It is possible that as the fight between the 
Amalgamated company and the independent 
producers progresses actual holders of the 
stock may realize the precarious character 
of their investment and throw over their 
shares. 

Today’s market for securities plainly re- 
flected this view. The dealings in Amal- 
gamated fell off nearly 50 per cent as com- 
pared with yesterday, and the fluctuations 
in it were comparatively narrow. The low- 
est price for it was made at a rather wide 
opening, and then it rallied 3% points to 68. 
After the first hour or two of business the 
market for it became quiet, and at a reac- 
tion of a little more than a point from the 
highest price it closed with a net gain of 1 
per cent. 


The dealings in railway stocks were un- 
usually well distributed, with the greatest 
activity in Union Pacific, St. Paul, Southern 
Pacific, Reading issues, Atchison common, 
and Manhattan railway. All of these closed 
a point or more higher than last night. St.

The recital in yesterday's Trrsune of the 
snow- and ice-bound condition of the 
city bridges and their approaches—while the 
highly salaried bridgetenders or those to 
whom they sublet their jobs vegetate in their 
well-heated booths—only set forth facts 
Which every Chicagoan has observed and 
suffered from for years. 

An element of hope, however, attaches to 
the situation as it now is. The Citizens’ aus- 
sociation has, with much patience, collated 
and marshaled the facts about the tribe of 
briigetenders, and the tribe as at present 
constituted is doomed. Their positions con- 
stitute the one illogical remnant of the spoils 
system in the city government, and their 
total salary list of nearly $93,000 represents 
a political rdke-off authoritatively estimated 
at $25,000. The passage of a measure by 
the Council ending this unwholesome and 
wasteful condition, by placing these posi- 
tions under civil service rules, is confidently 
expected. and the sooner it is considered the 
better. | 

In the meantime, however, it remaine to 
be seen whether bridgetenders and their 
hired men are to be allowed to draw full pay 
fog the trifling amount of bridge-operating 
required in winter, while they refuse even to 
Sweep the snow from the bridge pathways. 
The condition of the bridge walks is usually 
indecent in winter time and sometimes dan- 
gefous in the extreme. Yet these gentlemen 
of exquisite regard for the precise limita- 
tiotis of their labors toast in their booths 
while people splash or slide, according to 
the weather, along the bridge walks. 

Tnetead of removing bridgetenders for 
belonging to the wrong political faction, 
hog would it do for the Mayor to remove all 
the delicaté gentlemen who do not them- 
selves remove snow and ice promptly from 
the bridges in their care? 


AND VENEZUELA. 

We do not guarantee any [American] 
state against punishment if it misconducts 
itself,” said President Roosevelt in his mes- 
sage; provided that punishment does not 
take the form of the acquisition of territory 
by any nen American power.” The United 
States cannot guarantee Central and South 
American republics against any and every 
form of punishment which their evil be- 
haVior may entail on them. It cannot say 
that Burepean nations shal] do nothing to 
foree these republics to pay their debts, un- 
leas it is prepared to assume these debts it- 
self, and collect them from the debtors as 
best it may. The United States cannot as- 
sume the unprofitable and thankless guard- 
janehip. T+ goes as far as it can properly 
go when it guarantees the territorial integ- 
rity ot these republics. 

The Venezuelan government owes consid- 
erable money to German subjects. It will 
pay. neither principal nor interest. The 
money which should be used for the pay- 
ment ‘of these debts is being used by the 

President of Venezuela to carry on an un- 

Werhanded war with Colombia, or in some 
other equally improper way. The German 
government feels that the collection of these 
debts is a duty it owes the creditors. There 
is réason to believe that there is a satis- 
factory woofficial understanding between it 
and the United States government concern- 
ing this matter. Therefore if a German 
naval force shall appear in Venezuelan 
Waters and take steps to enforce the col- 
lection of these debts no one need appre- 
hend any intention on the part of Germany 
to becomie the possessor of Venezuelan ter- 

This being understood there are few 
will not view with equa- 
nimity the steps which may be taken to com- 
pel the payment of just debts. Venezuela 
has had four revolutions within the last 

' four years, and another is just beginning. 

Aiiéricans have no sympathy with people

that they have no unoccupied moments in 
which to pay their debts or to do anything 
else of a creditable or useful character. If 
Venezuelans will allow themselves to be the 


| prey of dictators who vlunge the country in 


wars, plunder its revenues, and lay violent 
hands on foreigners and their property they 
must take the consequences. 

It may be that if Germany shall proceed to 
put the screws on Venezuela, as France did 
recently in Turkey, the Venezuelan govern- 
ment will appeal to that of the United 
States for protection. Such an appeal was 
made when Great Britain was absorbing 
‘Venezuelan territory. It was heeded. 
These British encroachments were stopped. 
The United States became unpopular in 
Venezuela because it did not do more than 
it did. ‘Therefore, should a request be 
made now for American intervention mere- 
ly in order to evade the payment of these 
debts due to German subjects, Americans 
will not be inclined to heed that appeal.

ONE CENT CABLE RATES. 

There is something inexpressibly magical 
and mysterious in the thought of dispatching 
invisible messengers of intelligence along 
unbuilded and unknown pathways across a 
tumultuous waste of waters from the Eng- 
lish coast to the Newfoundland shore, 1,800 
miles away. When the ance of the 
event, however, shall have lost its spell its 
practical results promise to be still in- 


creasing. 
At a luncheon given by the Governor of 
Newfoundland on Thursday to Signor Mar- 
‘coni, the inventor said: “If my system of 
wireless telegraphy can be commercially es- 
tablished between different parts of the 
earth—of the possibility of which I may 
state I have not the slightest doubt—it 
would bring about an enormous cheapening 
of the methods of communication.” Then, 
referring to the current rate of 25 cents per 
word for cabling to England, he added: “I 
do not see why, eventuahy, with the wire- 
less system, this cost should not be reduced 
to one cent a word, or less.” It may be the 
fear of some such reduction that caused 
the Anglo-American Cable company to noti- 
fy Marconi to cease trespassing on what 
that company alleges are ite exclusive rights 
and to abandon hi wireless telegraph tests 
between Newfoundland and England. Un- 
less that corporation had been panic-stricken 
it surely would not have been guilty of so 
foolish a performance as to attempt to put 
its veto on the comtinuance of experiments 
which are so interesting and so. promisi 
of great results. 
Progress in means of communication and 
interchange is almost synonymous with 
progress in civilization, and the significance 
of the reduction suggested in the cost of 
transmitting intelligence across the oceaus 
—which seems likely to be the earliest 
though not necessarily the only domain of 
wireless telegraphy—is hardly to be esti- 
mated. Such a reduction would release 
commerce from a tremendous burden of 
expense and would advance its comprehen- 
sive organization. It would facilitate all 
travel and would multiply those interna- 
tional ties of business and acquaintance 
which are the best guarantees of general 
peace. It is interesting to imagine what 
would be the newspaper of a time when the 
news of all parts of the earth could be inter- 
changed without the expensive cable or any 
other connecting apparatus between conti- 
nents. 
Ideally, a properly correlated globe would 
be one in which the thoughts and deeds of 
all peoples would on the instant become uni- 
versally accessible. Such pervasiveness of 
information would mean a globe whose func- 
tions were organized to a degree of respon- 
siveness and economy quite unknown today. 
It Marconi’s expectations are even ap- 
proximately fulfilled, human progress, soli- 
darity, and peace will be immeasurably for- 
warded through wireless telegraphy. 


DR. QUACKENBOS’ TRILBYs. 

The announcements made by Dr. J. ©, 
Quackenbos, professor of psychology at 
Columbia College, that by the exercise of 
hypnotic suggestion he can inspire actresses, 
lawyers, ministers, and other persons with 
such confidence in their own ability that 
they can at once and in spite of themselves 
leap to the top of fame’s pinnacle, is some- 
what startling, to say the least. If the 
Oolumbia College Svengali can do what be 
claims, the world will soon be so full of 
Trilbys that persons of average abilities 
will have a r show. 

Until Dr. Quackenbos’ power is com- 
pletely demonstrated and the names are 
known of the actress who “ bounded into 
fame in a single night under a hypnotic 
spell,” of the young woman violinist who 
after the first suggestion played with the 
demoniac genius of a Paganini, of the nu- 
merous ministers who preach with inspired 
eloquence, the singers who sing like night- 
ingales, and the students who find them- 
selves with knowledge oozing out of their 
fingers’ ends, it will be safe to take all the 
doctor’s statements with an “if.” If, there- 
fore, what he states be true, he has crowned 
the beginning of the new century with a 
discovery in comparison with which Mar- 
coni’s wireless telegraphy discovery is in- 
significant, for the doctor can go into any 
polytechnic institute or scientific school and 
produce Marconis at his pleasure. He has 
merely to suggest, and it is done. Even 
miracles are kindergartenish compared with 
a8 power the professor says he can exer- 


It, again, Dr. Quackenbos can do all that 
he asserts, there is no reason why he cannot 
do more, for suggestion is limitiess. It, by, 
suggestion, he can make timid persons for- 
get themselves and dullards suddenly find 
themselves inspired, and ignorant people 
grow learned by recovering all the knowl- 
edge they have forgotten, and self-conscious 
persons become self-confident by forgetting 
that they have any faults to overcome, there 
is no reason why he should not set up an 
establishment for the instantaneous produc- 
tion. of geniuses and rapid development of 
persons of eminence in all waiks of life. 

Of course, as he alone possesses this ex- 
traordinary power of suggestion, a great 
many persons would have to abandon the 
hope of becoming famous, but unless the 
doctor’s motive power deteriorates or di- 
minishes by use he ought to be able, without 
overworking himself, to turn out at least 
twenty-five geniuses a day, or 9,125 per an- 
num. But even should there be a menace 
of diminishing power the doctor undoubteu- 
ly could suggest to himself that it was not 
true and continue his process. The exist- 
ence of so many eminent persons would 
be discouraging to those who-had not sep- 
arated themselves from their self-conscious- 
ness, or were not able to pay for the doc- 
tor’s suggestion. This would be offset, how- 
ever, by the fact that the world of the 
drama, music, the arts, the pulpit, the law, 
and science would be so crowded with genius 
that ordinary people could obtain the re 
sults much cheaper than now. It is to be 
hoped the doctor can make good his state- 


barren of certain forms of genius than it is 
in this commercial age.

GENERAL CHAFFEE’S INDICTMENT. 

The psalmist wrote: “I said in my haste 
all men are liars.” Perhaps General Chaf- 
fee will in time admit that he was a little 
hasty in his broad statement that there is 
no good in the Filipino. He finds in them 
singular powers of secrecy and dissimula- 
tion, which have been exerted to the utmost 
to make the Americans uncomfortable. The 
average native, according to General Chaf- 
fee, has a meré rudimentary conception of 
his individual rights and duties as a man. 
The Filipino who has more than average 
ability is, according to the same authority, 
a treacherous creature, who uses the aver- 
age native as his tool and who is all the 
time, everywhere, plotting a repetition of 
the Sicilian Vespers. 

General Chaffee knew nothing 
went to the Philippines of the ingrained 
duplicity of the Oriental nature. He had 
been accustomed all his life to deal with 
people who, after they had thrown up their 
hands and owned that they were beaten, 
accepted the situation and did not betake 
themselves to the working of sanguinary 
plots against the victor. It must have been 
a shock to him to come into close contact 
with a nation of liars—with people who will 
stab the unsuspecting soldiers who have 
fairly defeated them in battle and then told 
them to go home and behave themselves. 
After a longer residence in the islands he 
‘will perhaps make allowances for a heredi- 
tary taint. The Filipinos have been given 
to dissimulation, treachery, and untruth- 
fulness for centuries, and it will take them 
a long time to get rid of these evil traits. 


Could we but wait. Time only is at fault. 

All men become good creatures, but so slow. 

General Chaffee must take his Filipinos 
as he finds them, and must keep a vigilant 
watch over them, since he cannot trust 
‘them. It is quite beyond his power to en- 
‘dow them with bis moral code and to make 
them look on deceitful and treacherous con- 
duet as wrong, but they can be taught that 
that kind of conduct is highly inexpedient. 
Then they will behave better. 

General Chaffee’s indictment is probably 
a little too sweeping. There are Filipinos 
who can ‘be trusted perhaps because they 
appreciate the power and resources of the 


open or secret resistance. Their services 
can and should be employed as the Philip- 
pine commission—which takes a more cheer- 
ful view of the situation than General Chat- 
fee does—contemplates doing. There are 
not as yet a great many of these trust- 
worthy Filipinos, but persistent adher- 
ence to the policy of “patience and 
strength, forbearance. and steadfast reso- 
lution,” which the President says must be 
pursued in dealing with the Filipinos, will 
swell the number of those who can be 
trusted.

THE RESTRICTION OF OUTPUT, 

Mr. Charles M. Schwab, the Presidentof 
the United States Steel corporation, is op- 
posed to the labor organizations he has 
come in contact with, because each of them 
“has had for its fundamental principle the 
restriction of output.” 

The unions do try to limit the output of 
the individual. The object is to provide 
work for a larger number of men. This is 
one reason why shorter hours of labor are 
demanded. It is the reason why piece work, 
which stimulates every man to do his best, 
is frowned down. It is the reason why, in 
some trades, rules have been adopted pre- 
scribing the maximum amount of work to be 
done in a day—an amount falling much be- 
low what a man could do if he worked 
easily, steadily, and without special effort. 

If this determination to restrict as much 
as possible the output of the individual 
worker were the offspring of laziness and 
a desire to get the most wages for the least 
work it would be altogether blameworthy. 
But it arises from the belief that these 
limitations provide work for men who 
would otherwise be without jobs and pre- 
vents that bitter strife for work which it is 
assumed would ensue if—the quality of 
work remaining the same—evety man was 
to make his output as large as possible and 
earn the most he could. 

Therefore the motives which actuate the 
labor organizations when they impose these 
restrictions which Mr. Schwab finds fault 
with are not ignoble ones.

They have seen some in~ 
dustrial combines restricting the output of 
their plants so there might be no “ over- 
production.” They have seen the owners of 
inferior plants taken care of by the purchase 
of these plants by a combine at an exces- 
sive figure, which consumers paid finally in 
higher prices paid for goods. The labor 
men have picked up a good many false no- 
tions from some of their employers.

The Case of Admiral Byng. 
{Editorial in New York Times.] 

Those who have brought up, at this partic- 
ular time, the case of the Hon. John Byng, 
Rear Admiral of the Red, may find 
that the decision rendered and the action 
taken in that case enforce more lessons 
than one and are calculated to recall, not so 
much the fact that Admirals have been shot 
before now for not doing so much as some 
people thought they should have done in the 
exact way the other people considered best, 
as the fact that at least one Admiral has 
perished in order that attention might be 
diverted from matters more or less remote 
from the scene of naval operations. 

A cynical Frenchman did, indeed, hold 
that Byng was executed to encourage the 
others,“ but in that as in several other in- 
stances, the cynical Frenchman was wittier 
than well informed, and later students of the 
ignominious episode are agreed in the opin- 


lon that the ignominy falle, not on the man

That he could have accomplished much, or 
even anything, more than he did is not 
seriously contended nowadays by anybody. 
The recommendations to mercy made in his 
behalf were ignored by those who con- 
trolled his fate; but their severity is counted 
to them as cruel injustice, not as virtuous 
sternness. |

might well have been left uncited, unless the 
object was to recall the fallibility of naval

“The most preposterous thing about the 
entire ‘fake’ is the statement that $2,000,- 
000 was cleared on 1,000 cases of eggs two 
years ago by Armour & Co. As there are 
thirty dozen eggs in a case, the profit alone 
would represent $66.66 2-3 cents per dozen,

Warden Murphy Says same Fashion 
| May Prevail as Outside—Clipping | 
Not for Disgrace. 


Warden Murphy of the Joliet penitentiary 
believes the action of Superintendent Col- 
lins of New York in prohibiting the cutting 
of convicts’ hair with clippers is in some 
respects a wise movement. He says that 
many convicts can be found in the Illinois 
penitentiary who wear their hair just as a 
man outside would wear it. In the summer 
he believes in the use of clippers for sanitary

DENY FAVOR TO SCHLEY. 


Commodore Declared to Be Onl 
Second in Command in 
the Battle. 


REASONS GIVEN AT LENGTH. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—The objection 
of Rear Admiral W. T. Sampson to that 
portion of Admiral Dewey's report of the 
Schley court of inquiry in which he says Ad- 
miral Schley was in command at the battle 
om Santiago and entitled to the credit for 
the victory, was filed with Secretary Long 
today. The document was brought to the 
Navy department by Mr. E. 8. Theall of 
counsel for Admiral Sampson and handed to 
the secretary. It is as follows: 

We have the honor to request the 
department, for the reasons below stated, 
strike out or specifically disapprove that 
portion of Admiral Dewey’s opinion filed in 
connection with the proceedings of the 
Schley court of inquiry in which he states 
his view to be that Commodore Schley was 
in absolute command at the naval battle of 
Santiago. 
1. Commodore Schiey was not in com- 
mand at that battle. : 

2. The President of the United States and 
the Navy department had decided that Ad- 
miral Sampson was in command at that bat- 
a Commodore Schley seco nd in com- 


“3. The question as to who commanded at 
Santiago was not referred to the court for 
consideration and evidence bearing on the 
point was excluded. 


Schley Not in Command. 

I. Commodore Schley was not in com- 
mand at that battle. (A) The disposition of 
the forces at the beginning of the battle, ac- 
cording to Commodore Schley's own state- 
ment, places Admiral Sampson in command. 

“The Brooklyn and the Vixen were the 
westernmost ships of the fleet; the Indiana 
and Gloucester were the easternmost. The 
New York was nearer both of the latter than 
was the Brooklyn, and notably at the time 


when the Indiana was heavily engaged at 


the beginning of the action, and when the 
Gloucester was engaged with the Furor and 
Pluton. Commodore Schley says, The In- 
diana and the Gloucester were closer 
to your flagship than to the Brookiyn. We 
have, then, the case of a fleet in a regular 
formation, with the commander-in-chief 
within signal distance, and closer to a large 
number of the ships than is the second in 
command. 

“It is true that the commander-in-chief 
could not have reached the most distant ves- 
gel by signals, except by causing them to be 
repeated by an intermediate véssel—an en- 
tirely usual course—but it is equally true that 
the second in command could not have 
reached the remote vessels of the fleet 
namely: the Indiana and the Gloucester— 
without lHkewise repeating signals. 

In this state of affairs, the regulations of 
the navy and the customs of the sea place 
the absolute command and the full responsi- 
bility in the senior officer. 

) The Brooklyn's maneuver during the 
action destroys any claim that Commodore 
Schley might have had to the command. 
The facts as to the loop are found by the 
court. The finding and opinion w that to 
avoid danger to his own ship he neuvered 


without warning to the rest of the squadron, 


and in disregard of the fleet formation. | 


Sampson in Command. 4 
II.— The President of the United States 
and the Navy department had decided that 
Admiral Schley was in command at that 
battle and Commodore Schley second in com- 


mand. 

This fact was before thé court, for the 
Secretary’s letter to the Senate (dated Feb. 
6, 1899), states that the Spanish squadron 
was destroyed ‘by our fleet under his 
(Sampeon's) command,’ and the advance- 
ment of Commodore Schley was proposed in 
recognition of his services as next in rank 
at the victory of Santiago.“ 


Not Before the Court. 

‘*T1I.—The question as to who commanded 
at Santiago was not referred to the court 
for consideration.

„The minority opinion expressed by Ad- 
miral Dewey in this matter is at variance

Outdoor Celebration Curtailed 
and Features of Day Trans- 
ferred to Coliseum. | 


PROMINENT MEN ATTEND. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 20.—The ground break- 
ing ceremonies for the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition were carried through today in 
somewhat abridged form owing to the in- 
tense cold. . 

The Governors of four Louisiana Purchase 
States— Minnesota, Nebraska, Arkansas, 
and Missouri—several members of Congress 
and world's fair national commissioners and 
other invited guests, among them General 
John C. Bates, commanding the Department 
of the Missouri, and Colonel John D. G. 
Oglesby, representing Governor Yates of 
Illinois, were present. The exercises at the 
site consisted of an invocation by the Rev. 
S. J. Nicolls, addresses by the chairman of 
the Committee on Ceremonies, Corwin H. 
Spencer, and President David R. Francis, 
and the breaking of ground on the site of 
the Education Building by the officials of the 
exposition company, municipal authorities, 
and invited guests. . 


Three Shovels Are Used. 

Three shovels were used. The first was 
one of iron and oak, loaned by the Massa- 
chusetts State Arsenal, Boston, where it had 
been placed in 1805 as a relic of early Amer- 
ican workmanghip. An exact reproduction 
of that shovel, a manufacture of the Louls- 
jana purchase, made of ebony and steel, 
silver plated, was next put into use, and an 
old wooden shovel, thought to have been one 
of the tools brought over by Francis Renault 
in 1718 to work in the St. Genevieve (Mo.) 
mines, was the third used. 


Ceremonies at Coliseum. 


Speaking by President Francis, Congress- 
man James A. Tawney of Minnesota, and 
Governor Jefferson Davis of Arkansas, and 
music by Seymour’s Famous Sixty was the 
program at the Coliseum, where several 
thousand persons were present. A Banquet 
at the Southern Hotel in the evening com- 

eted the day’s program. 

“cr parade at the last moment had to be 
called off, and the open air ceremonies at- 
tending the ground-breaking were trane 
ferred to the Coliseum, 

Directors and officers of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition company, army officers, 
Governors of States, and guests assembled 
at the St. Louis club and drove to Forest 
Park, where a huge fire had been built on 
the structural site of the Education Bulld- 
ing to soften the ground, where they wielded 
the shovel In this order: President David 
Francis, Treasurer W. H. Thompson, Secre- 
tary Walter B. Stevens, General Counsel 
Blair, Director of Exhibits Skiff, Director of 
Works Taylor, Chief of the Department of 
Education Rogers, and the architect of the 
Education Building, Vice Presidents of the 
exposition company, members of the Execu- 
tive committee, representatives of the 
World's Fair National committee and the 
Board of Lady Managers, and chairmen of 


“each of the standing committees of the 


company. 
Pictures of Scene Taken. 


As this part of the ceremony was being 
carried out Battery A of the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard fired sixty guns, and moving 
pictures of the scenes were taken for the 
purpose of advertising the fair. 

At the conclusion of this part of the cere- 
mony the party went to the Coliseum, where 
the remainder of the program was carried 
out, 


President D. R. Francis of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition company called the 
Coliseum meeting to order, and the Rev. 
Samuel J. Nicolls of Westminster Presby- 
terian Church pronounced the invocation. 
James A. Tawney of Minnesota, chairman 
of the House Committee on Expositions, was 
introduced and made the first address. 

Fair Commissioner John M. Allen of Mis- 
sissippi, who was to have followed Mr. 


‘Tawney with an address, was detained in 


Kansas City, and Governor Jefferson Davis 
of Arkansas was substituted. 

The Illinois commission to the fair devoted 
a considerable portion of its session at the 
Planters Hotel tonight to some severe crit- 
icism of the exposition officials for their 
failure to give lilinois any definite informa- 
tion upon which the commission cou.d pro- 
ceed at its work of preparing an exhibition. 
A committee was appointed to wait upon 
President Francis and the fair officials to- 
morrow and ask pertinent questions concern- 
ing what they proposed to do in the way of 
having the exposition ready in 1908, and when 
they would be ready to receive the commis- 
sion for the purpose of learning where the 
Illinois State building might be placed. 


Plans of the Big Fair. 


The exposition will be held in celebration 
of the centennial of what is known in history 
as the Louisiana purchase. By this trans- 
action the United States government in 1803 
secured from France all the land lying be- 
tween the Mississippi River and the Rocky 
Mountains, an area of more than a million 
square miles, and exceeding the territory 
of the United States’ at that time. Fourteen 
States and Territories have been created out 
of the Louisiana Territory, having a total 
present population of about 15,000,000 and an 
estimated wealth of 330,000,000, 000. The 
citizens and corporations of St. Louis raised 
by private subscription $5,000,000, the munici- 
pality of St. Louis added $5,000,000, the State 
of Missouri appropriated $1,000,000, and the 
United States has given its indorsement 
and help to the extent of $5,000,000, besides 
appropriating $250,000 for the government 
buildings. Appropriations have been made 
by several States ranging from $15,000 to 


Site Covers 1,200 Acres. 

The site is in the western part of the city, 
the authorities having set aside more than 
600 acres of Forest Park, and an adjacent 
area having been secured makes a total of 
nearly 1,200 acres. Included in the fair 
grounds are the buildings and grounds of 
Washington University, valued at $3,000,000. 

The principal buildings for the exposition 
according to a sym- 
metrical plan somewhat in the form of a 
fan, in the northeastern part of the Forest 
Park section. 

The principal vista will be that from the 
main entrance, looking southwest some 
three-quarters of a mile to the Art Palace, 
which will crown an eminence fifty feet 
above the general level of the main build- 
ings. This avenue will be 600 feet wide, and 
there will be a transverse avenue 300 feet in 
width. Fronting upon these avenues will be 
the Manufactures and Liberal Arts Build- 
ing, the Educational and Social Economy 
Building, the Mines, Machinery, Electricity, 
and Transportation Bufidings. The etruc- 
tures will vary in size from seven to fifteen 
acres in area. A broad lagoon will encircle 
two of the most central buildings. The 
Palace of Art upon the hill at the southwest 
will be permanent, and with its by-buiidings 
will cost about $1,000,000.

WANTS STATE TO DIVIDE 


Holds Chicago Is Entitled to 
Large Portion of Levy on 
Railway Property. 


SAYS ROADS EVADE LAW. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Springfield, Dec. 20.—[Special.}—The 

City of Chicago and Carter H. Harrison, “a 
eltigen resident and taxpayer of the said 
city,” are petitioners in the Circuit Court 
of Sangamon County for the issuance of a 
writ of mandamus against the State Board 
of Equalization. 

The petition was filed this morning in the 
office of the clerk of the court aforesaid by 
Roswell Mason of the Corporation Counsel's 
office of Chicago. The members of the board 
were served with process,.and they must on 
or before Jan, 6, 1002, show cause why the 
writ should not issue. 

The petition is exceedingly long. It sets 
out sectione 40, 41, 42, 43, and 46 of the law 
relative to the taxation of railway prop- 
erty of 1872. Particular streés is laid on 
section 48, which is the vital point of the 
contention. It reads as follows: 

The value of the ‘ railroad track’ shall 
be listed and taxed in the several counties, 
towns, villages, districts, and cities in the 
proportion that the length of the main track 
in such county, village, district, or city bears 
to the whole length of the road in this State, 
except the value of the ide or second track, 
and all turnouts and all station-houses, 
depots, machine shops, or other buildings 
belonging to the road, which shall be taxed 
in the county, town, village, district, or city 
in which the same are located. 

The other sections are intended to be ex- 
planatory and by way of amplification. Sec- 
tion 46 declares among other things that all 
real estate other than “ radiroad track 
shall be Msted as lands or lots, as thé case 
may be, in the county, town, village, die- 
trict, or city where the eame are located. 


Claim Returns Are Evasive. 


The petition claims that the Chicago lines 
have returned lists

The claim is made that main track ” is 
distributed throughout the State and that 
the distribution of side tracks, etc., as main 
track is a violation of law to the great m- 
jury of Cook County. It is, moreover, de- 
clared to be a direct violation of article 9 of 
the constitution. 


Gives Examples of Rating. 

By way of example, the petition says the 
Burtt n road returns as owning in Chi- 
tago 28,876 feet of main track, 28,876 feet of 
second main track, 383,505 feet of side track, 
and real estate of the value of $4,220,087. 
‘This makes 218 acres of land, of which the 
main track occupies but sixty. The remain- 
ing 153 acres, except a 100-foot strip on either 
side of the main track, is absorbed as main 
track, and this appears as a separate item. 
The road is taxed on its Chicago holdings at 
$155,865, whereas it admits owning $4,220,987 
worth of real estate in Chicago. 


Case of Northwestern Road. 


The Northwestern paid $485,000 under con-

The claim is made the Northwestern has 
‘840 acres of land jn Chicago, 825 of which are 
covered with main track. Five hundred and 
five acres of this, used by second and side- 
tracks, turnouts, depots, etc., should be 
taxed in Chicago. The Northwestern is 
claimed to own and use 240 acres of land in 
Section 10 for second tracks, etc., and that 
only the improvements thereon are taxed, 
except in so far ag they come in for a small 
proportion of the right. of way tax levied 
and distributed throughout the State. 

Plats are offered as exhibits showing all 
railroad holdings in Chicago. The Eastern 
Illinois ig said to own forty acres in Chicago, 
four acres of which is in the heart of the 
city. It pays no tax levied by Chicago on 
this holding because the company comes into 
Chicago over a leased line. Its real estate 
tax is apportioned, therefore, among the 
counties through which its main line runs 
outside of Cook, and k gets nothing. 

The petition claims at the city is de- 
prived of an immense amount of money by 
reason of the actions of the board, and prays 
the writ of mandamus to compel the board to 
recognize the principle of local taxation as 
laid down in sectione 48 and 46. 

Jan. 6 ip the return day, and the case will 
come up for argument a week or so later. 
The opinion of Attorney General Hamlin 
has not yet been asked by the board The 
suit is believed to be rather friendly in its 
nature 80 ae to bring about a judicial con- 
struction of the question.

The board probably will adjourn next 
‘Monday or Tuesday. No figures as to the 
assessments have or will be given out in 
anticipation of the report. It is believed the 
Chicago corporatione will be assessed on a 
65 per cent basis, and there will be increases 
in come of the railroad assessments.
